“ Approximately 20 miles of road at 
the battlefield are in need of resur­ 
facing if they are to be preserved 
Congressman Menges said. 
The esti­ 
mated cost of resurfacing and oiling 
these roads is $43,870, the war depart­ 
ment claims, and $10,0(8) must be ex­ 
pended to replace the present cobble­ 
stone gutters with concrete. 
“ It was pointed out th at increased 
travel through the park is rapidly de­ 
stroying the beds of the roads which 
were built before the day of the auto- 
nobile. 
He compared the situation 
at Gettysburg with 
that at 
Valley 
Forge which is under state control. 
“Gettysburg has an area of 2,530 
acre's and 25 miles of roads all of 
which are of Telford or of macadam 
while Valley Forge, with an area of 
1,428 acres, has 12 miles of paved 
•oad. 
Furthermore, the Valley Forge 
i*rea is compact 
while 
G ettysburg 
park is spread over about 25 miles 
of territory. 
“ Attention of the committee was 
called to the fact that unless the 
load 
are resurfaced 
without delay 
’he beds will he ruined and a much 
greater *.um w ill be n *cessary lo re­ 
build the damaged roads. 
The Val­ 
ley Forge* roads, it was pointed out, 
were in the same condition as the 
Gettysburg m id s before they were 
paved.
